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claims are not clearly defined in terms of the technical features of the invention. The present invention appears to lie 
in a method for detecting alkylated cytosine in a sample based on the use of a cytosine deaminase that differentially 
modifies alkylated cytosine and cytosine, such that within the sample cytosine is deaminated to yield uracil while 5- 
methylcytosine residues are unchanged. The present claims are not limited to methods based on the use of a cytosine 
deaminase, hence the claims are not limited to the technical features of the invention. 



Claims 1-38 have only been searched insofar as they relate to a method for detecting the presence or level of alkylated 
cytosine in a DNA sample wherein the enzyme that differentially modifies alkylated cytosine and cytosine (see part (c) 
of claim 1) is a cytosine deaminase. 
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
